To sncli sources 1 should add a seventh, t.^., thoso 
Documents which are printed or published from time to time 
in London, concerning which the name of the real publishing 
authority is not clearly stated, and which are therefore 
easily lost and difficult to trace. 

Occasionally also — if my memory is correct — Official 
Reports have been printed and published in Loudon on behalf 
of one or other of the Governments of India. 

General Literature. 

IL — The sources of General Literature relating to India 
are naturally more obvious, but search is hardly less difficult. 
In India such Literature is carefully registered in the 
Periodical Begisters specified in Section II. A. In other 
countries the General Literature relating to India (owing 
to the absence of Territorial Catalogues and a proper system 
of International Exchange of Titles) must be sought for 
according to the system of cataloguing General Literature 
pursued in each country. The following notes may be useful 
as indicating the ordinary channels of information in regard 
to English (and certain American) General Literature re- 
lating to India.

EXPLANATORY NOTE RELATIVE TO THE 
BRITISH MUSEUM CATALOGUE. 

The "General Catalogue" of the Library of the British 
Museum is primarily (A) an Authors^ Catalogue of (B) General 
Literature. 

In reference to (A), however, it is obvious that a 
considerable number of works in General Literature are 
anonymouSy or impersonal in nature. Under the Bales of 
an Authors' Catalogue, this leads to the majority of works 
which relate to specified countries, towns, &o., being entered 
under the names of the places referred to. For this reason, 
a considerable number of works relating to India, Bengal, 
Bombay, Madras, Punjab, Calcutta, etc.^ will be found under 
those headings in the Authors' Catalogue of the Library of 
the British Museum. 

In regard to Indian Official Documents in the Library of 
the British Museum, such publications (with few exceptions) 
do not appear in the Authors' Catalogue, as they require to 
be dealt with according to a different set of Cataloguing 
Eules. 

There are, however, a considerable number of works of an 
official character relating to the old East India Companies 
under the heading East Indies, and under Portugal. — 
Colonies. — East Indies, e<c., etc.
